Description of Its New Building and of 
the New Exchange, Where a Multiple 
Switchboard Will Minimize the Time 
of Making Connections—How the Sav- 
ing in Time Is to Be Accomplished—A 


Mammoth Undertaking. 

One of the most prominent of the May-day 
movings will be that of the Chicago Tele- 
phone Company, by which the general of- 
fices and Districts 2 and 5 will be consolidated 
in the company’s new building at the corner 
of Washington and Franklin streets, A

combination of circumstances has compelled 
the change. The La Salle street operating- 
room must be abandoned the day mentioned 
in order to enable the owner of the property 
to add two or three stories to and otherwise 
improve the building. The necessity for 
consolidating the two districts in the com- 
mercial centre of the city has made itself 
more and more imperative as the business 
increased, and it was found desirable to 
establish the general offices where the great- 
est amount of telephonic traffic was transact- 
ed on the ground of economy as well as con- 
venience, The most impelling of the reasons 
assigned was the second one—the necessity 
for giving the patrons of the system a better 
service than they have heretofore enjoyed. 
The new building is an imposing structure 
of seven stories and basement, and towers 
far above the warehouses in the immediate 
vicinity. It is far enough removed from the 
arteries of the heavy traffic to reduce the vi- 
bration of the building to a minimum, and is 
at the same time in close proximity to the in- 
terests it is designed toserve. The building 
covers a site measuring forty by ninety feet. 
The first story is of massive blocks of Wau- 
paca granit, rough dressed. The stories 
above are of pressed and molded brick, with 
ornaments of terra-cotta, the combination of 
color tones harmonizing with a strik- 
ing effect. It is “fireproofed” through- 
out, and is furnished with freight 
and nger elevators, steam-heating, 
and other modern appliances for comfort 
and convenience. The basement will be de- 
voted to the steam-neating and elevator ma- 
chinery and the sto of the heavier and 
cruder supplies needed in telephone construc- 
tion. The first floor will be used as a supply 
department, in which will be stored all tne 
more delicate mechanisms used in the opera- 
tion of the lines. The repairing rooms will 
occupy the second floor. On the third will 
be found the general offices of the company, 
while on the fourth will be establish the 


headauarters of the Central Union Telephone 


Company, which controls the exchanges in 
the interior townsof Illinois, Indiana, and 
Ohio. The offices on the fifth floor and those 
on the front portion of the sixth will be for 
rent. The two rear rooms on the latter 
floor will be used by the company 
for the handling of the “toll-line” business, 
while the seventh will be devoted to the ma- 
nipulation of the city lines. Adequate vaults 
and retiring-rooms are arranged for, and no 
8 is wasted in the interior arrangements. 
the finishing throughout is in hardwood, but 
devoid of any ornamentation. The cost of 
the building is estimated at $75,000. The im- 
provements in the telephone department, de- 
tailed below, will involve an expenditure 
fully as large, and the managers of the com- 
pany declare that after May 1 no city in the 
world will have as perfect telephonic inter- 
communication as will then be enjoyed by 
the peopie of Chicago. 
DISTRIBUTION OF THE WIRES. 

Beventeen cables, each containing 200 
wires, which converge there from all direc- 
tions, enter the basement at the corner of 
Franklin and Washington streets and are 
carried along in au iron box to the rear of 
the building and thence to the second floor, 
where the underground terminals are locat- 
ed. At this point the seventeen cables cease 
to have their separate existence. Each wire 
in each cable becomes attached to its corre- 
sponding office wire, and these are grouped 
into bunches of forty wires each, making 
eighty-five new cables composed of afine 
tinned copper wire, each one perfectly insu- 
lated. All of these eighty-five cables are ex- 
tended to the “distributing board on the 
sixth floor, where are loca the “ toll-line”’ 
department and switchboard. 
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A DISTRIBUTING BOARD. 


The cut, which is a view of a portion of the 
distributing boaru made for the Columbus 
Telephone Exchange, shows a board arranged 
for single circuits similar to those now in 
use in this city. The board built for the Chi- 
cago exchange will differ from that shown in 
the cut in that it will provide for metalho 
circuits, it being the intenwon of the com- 
pany to give subscribers a complete double- 
wire circuit instead of the single or ground 
circuit now in use. Recent experiments have 
demonstrated that by means of the double- 
wire circuit it is possible to almost, if not en- 
tirely, overcome that awkward annoyance 
and interference between the lines known as 
“ cross-talk” or induction. This distribut- 
ing board is made of vulcanized fibre, has 
the appearance of an extremely fine 
close-grained cherry, and is preferable to 
vulcanized rubber tor the reasons that it 
works easier, 1s less friable, and 1s of less 
specific gravity. The modus operandi of 
working the distributing board is as follo 
it being understood that the subscribers 
numbers have no counterpart in the line 
numbers: 

Fun Tripune telephone, for example, is 
numbered 104, and 1s operated by means of 
line wire 2,456. The switchboard, 104, is per- 
manently connected with the binding screw 
on one side of the distributing board to its 
own number, line number 2,456 being ver- 
manently connected on the opposit side with 
its own number. A short piece of insu- 
lated wire now forms the connection between 
the two. Suppose that line wire 2,456 
comes interrupted for any reason at all, and 
it becomes necessary to substitute reserve 
line 1,928 for the defective wire. Thiscan be 
done tely by transferring the short 
insulated wire from binding post 2,456 to 
binding post 1,923. Tun TRIBUNE number, 
104, is then worked on wire 1,923, with which 
connection is made whenever teiephone 104 
is called.

As this obviates the necessity of repeating 
the number, and the work of this operator 
being practically no greater than the work 
she is required to perform under the old sys- 
tem, it will be seen that the 
speed of the service will be great- 
ly quickened.

A SECTION OF THE SWITCHBOARD. 

The switchboard is built in sections, each 
one containing a maximum of 200 subscribers’ 
annunciators, or drops as they are called, 
requiring nominally the attachment thereto 
of five cables, containing forty wires each, 
but in actual practice the number of lines 
positively connected with any section varies 
according to the amount of service re- 
quired by the corresponding subscribers 
on such lines. For 8 if two 
operators sitting at a certain section 
can each make 700 connections dur- 
ing their day’s labor the number of lines 
actually connected with the section will be 
determined by a total of 1,400. . If the sec- 
tion referred to happen to be one assigned 
for use by the railroad offices and wholesale 
houses, which constan employ their tele- 
phones during business hours, the number of 
lines on this section will not be greater than, 
say, forty to fifty, this number of lines mak- 
ing a total of 1,200 to 1,400 coanections per 
diem. If, on the other hand, an assignment of 

rivate residences is made, a large number of 

ines, even up to the maximum of 200, can 
assigned to the two operators working the 
section. Normally each section will be pro- 
vided with two operators. Facilities are, 
however, ab tyra for a third operator, who 
can be called in to assist during any rush or 
emergency.

HOW TIME IS SAVED. 

The mode of stringing the wires on the 
switchboard is descri as follows: S 
with the first cable of forty wires at the dis- 
tributing board on the sixth floor, it passes 
through the toll-line switch and is carried 
up-stairs to the main operating room, where 
it is attached to its appropriate “spring 
acks ' in the first section of the big switch- 

rd, thence successively to each appropri- 
ate series of “springjacks’”’ in every other 
section; thence it passes on to the auxiliary 
distributing board, and then back to the par- 
ticular section where the calls on these 

icular lines are answered. These spring 
acks are ingenious switches arranged so 
that by the insertion of a plug * the wire 
connecting with the “jack” is switched off 
the other sections of the board. and the cir- 
cult diverted thro the plug and its con- 
necting cord, which in turn is in electrical 
conrection 28 some Aug wire.

Should the business in- 
crease beyond the capacity of 5,400 lines it 
wili become n to establish a branch 
exchange in the vicinity or elsewhere. 
The switchboard has nineteen sections, 
but this number can de enlarged to 
meet the requirements of the business com- 
munity for a greater number of connections. 
It is estimated that about 300 miles of wire 
in cabies, as already described, will be needed 
for the 3,000 subscribers on the switchboard. 
Some idea may be formed of the compactness 
with which the wires are strung from the 
statement that 150 miles of this wire must be 
arranged in a space 119 feet long, 18 inches 
high, and 15 inches wide.

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WHENEVER any startling crime is commit- 


ted in Chicago which might have been pre- 
vented by proper police vigilance there is al- 


ways aclamor for an increase of the police 
force. Aldermen with numerous candidates 
for policemen’s stars and petty officials gen- 
erally try to make it appear that the commis- 
sion of crime or its prevalence is to be attrib- 
uted to the inadequacy rather than the inef- 
ficiency of the protective service. The Snell 
murder has not been allowed to pass without 
a resort to this favorit practice of the taxeat- 
ers, and Superintendent Ebersold has lent the 
weight of his influence to it. The trouble, 
however, is with the discipline and not with 
the numerical strength of the force. Large 
additions were made to the number of 
patrolmen in 1885, 1886, and 1887. A moderate 
increase will be made this year. But there 
is no necessity for such an increase as the 
taxeaters and their friends are demanding. 
In proportion to the population the force 18 
now as large as it has been at any time with- 
im the last twelve years. The beats dre, asa 
rule, shorter. The state of the city’s 
finances will not permit a large increase. 
The Controller had to reduce the esti- 
mates submitted to him by the heads 
of the departments $1,500,000 in the 
aggregate in order to bring the appropria- 
tions within the municipal revenue. It is not 
likely under the circumstances that there 
will be a large addition to last year’s ap- 
propriation for police purposes.

In consequence of the utterly stupid if not 
absolutely corrupt agreement which the City 
Council made with Yerkes in reference to 
the laying of cable tracks on Dearborn street 


| the taxpayers of the city are now to be 


mulcted in the sum of $116,000 for a viaduct 
over the railroad tracks just north of the 
bridge which is to be placed by the street-car 
magnate over the river on this thoroughfare. 
The cable franchise for the street—a most 
valuable one—was granted to Yerkes on the 
sole condition that he should remove the old 
Wells street bridge to Dearborn street and 
build the abutments. The Aldermen pre- 
tended to see in this arrangement a great 
advantage. The people were to have a 
new bridge between the North and South 
Divisions—a great boon—and were expected 
to be duly thankful. But now that the sec- 
ond-hand bridge, the property of the city, 
such as it is, comes to be placed by Yerkes it 
is seen that it will be of no use to the general 
public without a viaduct. Just north of the 
bridge there is a block of raiiroad tracks. 
Without a viaduct it would be most perilous 
—courting death, in fact—for any teamster 
or carriage driver to approach the bridge 
over those tracks or cross the bridge from 
the South Side. Without the viaduct the 


self if the bridge without a viaduct is useless 
to the public it will also be useless to 
Yerkes. Are the Aldermen 80 devot- 
ed to Yerkes that they will build the 
viaduct to suit him, making the taxpayers 
stand the whole expense? Thereis yet an 
opportunity to make the street-car company 
pay a fair proportion ot the expenses. The 
people can do without the bridge, as they 
have done for years, without great inconven- 
ience. It is almost a necessity to the street- 
car company. Let the Council compel Yerkes 
to build it. The sharp game which has been 
played on the city in this matter should 
make the Aldermen careful during the con- 
sideration of the West Side cable ordinance. 
The Philadelphian’s methods need close 


watching. 


CANDIDATES FOR ALDERMEN. 

Already the usual number of groggery- 
keepers, ward-workers, and out-at-elbow pol- 
iticians are plotting, planning, and wire- 
pulling to secare election to the Municipal 
Council next April. As a rule the candidates 
are unfit for any position of trust and are 
actuated in their political movements chiefly 
by mercenary motives. A large percentage 
of them will prove on investigation to be the 
mere creatures of corporations having, or 
likely to have, business relations with the 
city during the next Aldermanic term, while 
still others are in the liquor business them- 
selves or are agents of the beer trusts and 
saloonkeepers’ associations. It is a singular 
fact that about ail of tne faithless outgoing 
Aldermen are seeking reélection and expect 
to secure it on various pretexts. Some of 
the rascals who call themselves Republicans, 
but who have been a disgrace to the party 
ever since they entered the Council, now ask 
for election on the score of party loyalty. 
These wretched creatures imagine that be- 
cause they call themselves Republicans twice 
a year their constituents will condone their 
herous betrayal of the public interests 

n behalf of street-car corporations, railroad 
companies, gas trusts, scavenger syndicates, 
and municipal lobbyists and jobbers. They 
evidently mistake the temper of their con- 
stituents. Republican voters, as a rule, 
are too intelligent to be deceived by the 
false pretenses of corrupt humbugs. They 
prefer that the disgrace of sending boodlers 
to the Council shall belong to the Democratic 
party. But the fact is that there is no polit- 
ical party in the Council. It has not been 
a political body since the power of selecting 
judges of election was transferred to the 
Election Commissioners. The only parties 
that now exist in the Council are the Boodle 
party and Anti-Boodle party. The election of 
next April will furnish an excellent oppor- 


| tunity for recruiting the latter. It is an op- 


portunity which honest men of every polit- 
ical party should embrace. As far as Repub- 
lican voters are concerned they will, 
as has been their custom, prefer hon- 
est Democrats like Ald. Ernst to such 
scaly and doubtful Republicans as Yore, 
Mueller, and Deal. If the Democrats will 
but reciprocate by helping to send back to the 
Council men like Wheeler, Kerr, and Tiede- 
mann, and by retirmg their Whelans, Colvins, 
and Hillocks, the prospect for wise and hon- 
est municipal legislation will be fiatteringly 
improved.

THE NEW WAR CLOUD. 

If foreign reports may be trusted a new 
war cloud seems to be looming upon the 
European horizon. From London comes the 
intelligence that the British War Office has 
issued urgent orders for the mobilization of 
its forces of war, and requests its military 

centres to supply details of the facilities for 
summoning the réserves and increasing the 
battalions within forty-eight hours. One ex- 
planation of this extraordinary dispatch, 
which has a stock-jobbing look to it, 
seems to come from Rome in the state- 
ment that proposals from Russia to 
the Powers in relation to the Bulgarian 
question are imminent. The locality from 
which this dispatch comes, however, should 
not of necessity give ita warlike character, 
as might be assumed had it come from 
Vienna or St. Petersburg. The only other 
explanation is to be found in Lord Salisbury’s 
speech; but as the Premier did not go further 
than Bismarck, and, like the Chancellor, fell 
pack upon the Berlin treaty, it is difficult to 
see how it conveys either a menace or an 
apprehension of war. Danger might arise,” 
says Lord Salisbury, from some adventur- 
ous or illegal action on the part of Russia, 
but they had assurance from most specific 
authority that Russia contemplated no 
such acts—rather that she would carefully 
abstain from them.“ Bismarck in his speech 
says: “If Russia by diplomatic means pro- 
poses the intervention of the Sultan I shall 
consider it a duty loyal to German policy to 
support her so far as it is compatible with the 
terms of the treaty.” Both Germany and En- 
gland therefore rest upon the treaty and are 
pledged to sustain it. 

The imminence of proposals from Russia to 
the Powers in relation to the Bulgarian ques- 
tion is nothing new. Russia has made pro- 
posals several times since the Berlin treaty 
was signed having reference to the exten- 
sion of her influence in Bulgaria, but as they 
threatened to disturb the provisions of the 
treaty they were declined in each instance. 
Such precedents would seem to argue that 
they will be declined again if they are in 
vontravention of the terms of the treaty. It 
may be true that Russia is about to make 
fresh proposals. So long as Bulgaria lies be- 
tween her and Constantinople, shutting her 
out from the key to India on the one hand 
and from competition with Austria for the 
dominancy of the Balkan peninsula on the 
other, she will be making proposals, and if 
she felt strong enough she would attempt to 
enforce them. In other words, so long as the 
Eastern question remains unsettled there 
will always be a disturbed condition of 
things in Southeastern Europe, which some 
day may flame outinto war. Itis not wise, 
however, to assume that war is coming now, 
even if Russia should make a fresh proposi- 
tion. If the speech of Bismarck means any- 
thing it means that Russia will not attack 
Austria, involving an attack upon Germany 
also, which is now strong enough, in Bis- 
marck’s words, to compel peace.” In any 
trouble between Russia and England over 
the Bulgarian question it is not likely that 
Germany would take any part unless it were 
a serious infraction of the treaty, which Bis- 
marck is bound to uphold. Outside of that 
condition of affairs it does not seem 
that there is any room for war between 
England and Russia, or, even if there were, 
that either Power, with its present home 
troubles, would care to engage in it. it will 
be remembered that Bismarck said in his 
speech: “I believe the Russian Cabinet in- 
„ tends to make Russia's voice heard at the 
„% next European crisis, and therefore wishes 
„to push her military forces as far westward 
“as possible.“ Assuming that the dispatch 
from London is correct, does it mean any- 
thing more than that England also proposes 
to make her voice heard if Russia institutes 
a demand that cannot be granted without 
violating the treaty? Unless Bismarck’s 
speech was one huge sarcasm there will be 
no war at present. The final settlement of 
the question, in the negotiation of which the 
Berlin treaty is only a compromise, must 
come sometime, however. 


HARRISON'S CROWNING ACHIEVEMENT. 


The latest letter from Carter Harrison 


brings the cheering intelligence that one of 
the dreams of his life has been fulfilled. He 
has stood on the equator, by which he does 
not mean to say that he has balanced himself 
on the earth’s hot girdle, but in a steam 
launch has sailed to the exact middle of the 
earth and paused there long enough to in- 
dulge in some glowing fancies and take a 
cooling drink. If the reader will consuit the 
map he can easily follow Our Carter in quest 
of the equator. He started from Singapore, 
at the extremity of the Malay Peninsula, 
the 12th of last December, sailed through the 
Rhio-Linga Archipelago, studded with Dutch 
islands, skimmed through little seas fringed 
with mangréve trees, passed islands “like 
masses of emerald woven into tufted fab- 
rics,’’ glided through sea-green rivers, rested 
in translucent waters above golden sands, 
where the great and good Carter grew so 
dreamy that he could almost fancy he saw 
n boat of mother-of-pearl shell moored to a 
twig with a fairy occupant sleeping in the 
shade,“ and at last arrives at the equator, at 
which point we must let him speak for him- 
self in a burst of euphonious eloquence which 
knocks his famous American eagle flight 
galleywest: 

We reached a point and felt that there in our 
frail barge, only a thickness of one inch of oak 
plank between us and eternity, we were upon 
that magic line which every schoolhoy knows of, 
which countless billions of human beings have 
crossed, and yet no single one has seen. A 
mighty belt, 25,000 miles long, of intangible 
breadth, and yet so powerful thatocean cur- 
rents and vast sea rivers, compared with which 
| the Amazon, the Renee gg and the Yangtse 
are but feeble brooks, are turned and bent 
and forced to change their course — 10 
flow off for thousands of miles, tarrying 
health and wealth, warmth and thaw to ‘the far- 
off frozen continents of the north; a line—a mere 
intangible creation of the brain. its aks to the 
sea, and says in whispered tones: „Paus far and 
no farther shalt thou go!“ and 155 whispered 


The 
howling winds rush from the icy — of the 


poles, —" death u 1 their frozen wings, 


but far away the genie of this line lifts up a gos- 
samer web so light that Herschell's mighty lens 
would not be powerful enough to reveal a single 
one ofits meshes, and yet before this fantom 
screen the storm fiend bows his head, sinks back 
into his frozen lair, and the borean torrent melts 
into a gentle breeze. 


But the crowning work of Carter remains 
to be accomplished. In the distance there is 
a little island. Its strand is covered with 
shells and coral. Great trees hang over its 
banks covered with orchids and trailing 
vines. Spiky palms and thorny aloes bar 
out the curibus from intruding upon its 
repose. They land upon its beach and find 
that it is uninhabited except by helmet-crabs, 
and even these little feliows, not content 
with their own habitations, slaughter the 
mussels and take possession of their pearly 
abodes, preying upon their companions like 
a war- tariff trust or a street-car monopoly. 
Learning from his Malay guides that it 
has no people and no name, Carter at once 
takes possession of it, makes a flag of red, 
white, and blue paper, affixes the seal and 
motto of Chicago for stars, ties the flag to a 
tree, shoots off his revolver, takes a drink, 
annexes the island, helmet-crabs and all, to 
the United States, and calls it poten {sl-

While Chicago will undoubtedly appreciate 
the honor which Carter has conferred upon 
her, she would have been still more gratified 
nad Carter decided to remain and make him- 
self Mayor of this new equatorial suburb. 
The character ot its population seems to be 
much the same as that of many of the boon 
companions of Carter when he was Mayor of 
Chicago. He says:

This description fits the boodler exactly. 
Carter would have felt at home at once, In 
casé he were lonesome he could have 
induced many of his old associates to 
emigrate and colonize the place, thus secur- 
ing his election term after term as he did 
here. The gambiers could ply their occupa- 
tion and rope in Dutch visitors occasionally. 
The concert-saloons could run wide open and 
attract Malays and other Asiatics from the 
neighboring islands. Yerkes and Harvey 
Weeks could run street-car lines all over the 
island, appropriate all the property on both 
sides. and charge what they pleased, for all 
the helmet-crabs would care. The Gas Trust 
could illuminate the island with its fire-fly 
lamps, which would give light enough, for the 
crabs to steal their neignbors’ houses. The 
boodler Aldermen could steal everything in 
sight and no one would complaln, even if 
they carried off the mother-of-pearl shells 
moored to the twigs by fairy occupants, 
which they would be pretty sure todo. And 
when the island was fully colonized, what a 
tempting opportunity it would be for the in- 
guifing earthquake and tearing typhoon 
which make their lairs in the immediate vi- 
cinity of Chicago Island! While Chicago 
will greatly appreciate the forethought of 
Carter in grabbing this coral reef and chris- 


| tening it for her, she will never cease to won- 


der how he could resist the temptation to poll 
the helmet-crabs, stuff the boxes as against 
the mussels, count himself in as Mayor, and 
remain there to rule its boodler population.

GRAIN-STORAGE RATES CUT IN TWO. 

An advertisement in another part of this 
issue makes the important announcement 
that the rates charged for the storage of 
grain in the public elevators of this city have 
been cut in two. The three-quarters of acent 
per bushel charged for the first ten days will 
be retained, but for each succeeding ten days 
or part thereof the new rate is only one-quar- 
ter of a cent, instead of a half-cent as here- 
tofore. The change does not affect the status 
of grain on which winter storage has already 
accrued, but otherwise there will be no win- 
ter term in the future. The new rate 
amounts to less than four cents for the five 
months during which lake navigation is 
usually closed. 

The new tariff will therefore be 9° cents 
for twelve months, in case it be desired to 
hold the property here for that length of 
time. It is practically less than that obtain- 
ing at any other pointin the United States, 
the much talked of cheap storage at Duluth 
and Milwaukee being half a cent for each 
fifteen days after the first term. The Buf- 
falo rate is only a quarter, but the first term 
costs seven-eighths of a cent, and there is an 
additional charge for shoveling in transfer, 
while the elevators there receive largely 
from vessels, which they can do ut consider- 
ably less cost to themselves than when the 
grain is taken in from cars. The service 
from canal-boats here has always been per- 
formed at a reductio the rates charged 
‘Sto vessel. 

The concession: announced by the ware- 
housemen has been made voluntarily. It was 
not u giving way to any pressure from mem- 
bers of the Board of Trade, and indeed the 
great majority of those gentlemen will be 
amazed by the announcement. It is a step 
for which men deeply interested in the grain 
trade of this city have wished, but did not 
dare to hope. There is no room to doubt that 
the movement is a wise one, as it will much 
reduce, if not entirely abolish, the reasons 
recently advanced for ayoiding Chicago as a 
market for the grain raised in portions of 
the West. It may reasonably be expected 
that the trade of the city will be largely ben- 
efited by the measure, and that the ware- 
housemen themselves will find a compensa- 
tion for reduced rates in the larger quanti- 
ties they will be called upon to handle in the 
basiness of the future. 


LIABILITY OF TELEGRAPH COMPANIES. 

Decidedly the most absurd argument 
against a Government telegraph is that based 
on the supposed liability of ordinary tele- 
graph companies for damages resulting from 
the negligent handling of messages intrusted 
to their care. A recent decision of the 
United States Supreme Court smashes this 
argument. A Government telegraph of 
course would not be liable for damages, but 
neither is an ordinary company to any con- 
siderable extent under the law as now laid 
down and applied. Although by gross negli- 
gence in perverting a dispatch or delaying 
its transmission damage amounting to tens 
of thousands of dollars may be inflicted, 
there is not one case in thousands where 
anything more can be recovered than the 
amount paid for sending the message, and as 
that can be secured only at the end of un ex- 


pensive lawsuit the supposed responsibility 


of telegraph corporations is of no value to- 
the public. 

According to common-law doctrines tele- 
graph companies are common carriers, and 
liable for any damage resulting from the 
negligence of their servants, but means have 
been found to evade these provisions. Even 
in States where the common-law rule has 
been incorporated in the statutes the tele- 
graph companies escape by forcing their fine- 
print notices and rpgulations on their pa- 
trons, thus making their engagement a mat- 
ter of private contract instead of statutory 
obligation. In the case of the railroads this 
device was met by statutes providing that no 
notice, rule, or obligation should absolve a 
company from its liability under the statute, 
but no one appears to have thought of apply- 
ing that rule to telegraph companies, and 
it would, no doubt, de difficult to 
get an ordinary Legislature to at- 
tempt anything of the sort. Hence 
the common statutory provisions regarding 
the liability of telegraph companies are of 
value only as waste-paper. In case of a con- 
troversy the company is bound not by the 
requirements of the statute, but by the one- 
sided, fine-print contract which it prints on 
its message blanks and forces on its patrons. 
While the courts do not sustain all the pro- 
visions of these message-blank contracts, 
they give them sufficient validity to absolve 
the companies from liability in nearly every 
case. 

A late decision of the United States Su- 
preme Court overruling the courts below 
virtually releases telegraph companies from 
all responsibility in forwarding commercial 
messages ordering sales or purchases or ne- 
gotiating contracts. If the message is de- 
layed and the contract, sale, or purchase 
fails and profit is lost in consequence 
nothing can be recovered except the 
amount paid for sending the message. Un- 
der the law as now laid down and applied 
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not only in allotting more carriers <and_ 


made to pay for the loss occasioned by its 
negligence. So far as liability for negligence 
is concerned the patrons of the telegraph 
would be just as well situated under a Gov- 
ernment system as under corporate mo- 
nopoly. If this argument is to have apy 
force the telegraph companies must sbolish 


their fine-print contracts and agree to be 


bound hereafter by the common law obliga- 
tions of common carriers of messages—obli- 
gations they show no dispositidn to reassume 
after having once discarded them with the 
generous consent of the Legislatures. 


CHICAGO AND THE POST-OFFICE DEPART- 
MENT 


The publication in Tun Trisune a few 
weeks ago of the failure of the local officials 
to afford citizens a reasonable promptnéss 
and efficiency in the distribution of mail has 
borne fruit. Two inspectors were instructed 
to examine into the truth of the statements 
made. They found them fully verified; and 
they found that they were not only made 
without partisan spirit but with great mod- 
eration when the extent of the evils com- 
plained of was fully examined. They recom- 
mended an immediate increase of the car- 
riers and an alteration in the time of collect- 
ing mailina part of the city that has suf- 
tered grievously. 

Postmaster-General Dickinson authorized 
an increase of fifteen carriers at once, and 
these were appointed Friday by Mr. Judd. 
Why the increase was limited to this paltry 
number is not clear, except upon the theory 
that Mr. Dickinson, not yet personally famil- 
iar with the demands of the people, accepted 
the advice of some dull subordinate be- 
queathed to him by his predecessor. The 
force should be increased by at least fifty 
more men. The core of the business part of 
the city is fairly well served. But after a 
circular line of two miles from the Court- 
House is passed the service is scarcely what 
might be expected in rural villages in the in- 
terior of Russia. There are asa rule only 
two deliveries per day outside the two-mile 
circle. The carriers go out tor the afternoon 
service before the wagons from the main 
office reach division stations whenever 
there is the slightest delay there on account 
of the tardiness of trains. Thus a considera- 
ble quantity of mail to which the addressees 
are entitled on the day of its arrival in the 
city lies in the divis.on offices another twen- 
ty-four hours, or twelve, as the case may be; 
and thus from Saturday to Monday hundreds 
of thousands of citizens are deprived of let- 
ters and other mail matter for forty-eight 
hours unless they take the trouble to go to 
the stations Sunday. As there is rarely any 
effort thoroughly to clear up the tables Sun- 
day morning, many, thus annoyed and in- 
jured, are totally without redress. 

The chief cause of this feature of the un- 
satisfactory service is that enough work of 
classification is not performed on the incom- 
ing trains; and then, that the force to class- 
ify and handle in the main office is too 
small. The energy of the officials at the sta- 
tions has never been questioned. They do 
all they cap, but they cannot send out mail 
that does not reach them until after 
the carriers have already departed 
on their last daily course. In statis- 
tics published in Tun Tamer Saturday 
morning Mr. Judd shows thatthe business 
of the Chicago office has increased 100 ver 
cent in ten years. It would be interesting 
to know what ratio of this increase has 
been within three years. With this knowl- 
edge the failure of the department at 
Washington equitably to accommodate 
the city as its business grew would be 
made still more apparent. Mr. Dickinson 
has already disvlayed the activity and alert- 
ness with which his friends accredit, him, 
in 
scrutinizing the Chicago office. getierally, 
but in seizing upon the improved raitroad 
schedules to give the country between Chi- 
cago and the Pacific better service. It is to 
be hoped that he will devote his personal at- 
tention to Chicago a little longer. More post- 
office room is required. More help is abso- 
lutely necessary in every bureau in it. The 


city delivery service is desmcable over three- 


fourths of the ground it covers. 


AMERICAN WOMEN’S VOICES. 

Considerable discussion has been caused by 
aremark of a young diplomat belonging to 
the English Fisheries Commission. He said 
that he was much struck with the facial and 
physical loveliness ef American women, but 
that his sense of the harmonious was jarred 
when they spoke. “ Englishwomen’s intona- 
tion is musical, low, sympathetic, while that 
of the typical daughter of America is high, 
somewhat harsh, and not grateful.” He 
added that in repose the American woman is 
more attractive than her English sister; but 
that the latter is more agreeable in conver- 
sation. 

Throughout the debate which this candor 
has started there 1s no denial of the asser- 
tion that American women’s voices are often 
disagreeable and that Englishwomen’s intona- 
tion is more melodious. But there is no 
proper effort to get at the cause of the differ- 
ence. There is an error in admitting that the 
difference is due to higher pitch in this 
country than in England. Any one who has 
heard Englishwomen speaking with total self- 
unconsciousness in their own homes knows 
that they runto quite as high a note as 
women ofany other country; ana that, in 
proportion as the spirit is amiable, the voice 
rises as naturally in the gamutas the ther- 
mometer ascends when the icy fetters loosen 
the mercury. Miss Terry’s voice is perfectly 
natural on the stage; and when she is not 
tragic itisina high key. Sontag was noted 


tor talking as flutes lisp and nightingales 


warble,” and both are at their best in high 
pitch. 

The trouble lies not in the pitch but in the 
quality of voice. When Lear said of Cor- 
delia, Her voice was ever soft, gentle, and 
low, an excellent thing in woman,“ it was 
quality, not pitch, he correctly described. 
When Petruchio says of Katherine in 
“Taming of the Shrew,” “Think you a lit- 
tle din can daunt mine ears?” he describes 
again the offensiveness in woman’s voice, 
its noisiness, not its pitch. Chaucer knew 
that small voices, sweet entuned,“ were 
“the sweetest melody he ever heard; and 
once again it is quality, not piteh, that is 
referred to. It is undeniable that in the 
American air all voices are mord or less 
roughened by the’ catarrhal maladies, more 
disagreeable than dangerous. We can caunt 
too easily the singers we have produced; and 


the moment a voice is discovered there is 


feverish anxiety to get it out of the country 
before our winds crack it in the throat. Few 
singers born or bred in Europe return, unless 
in extraordinary cases of great laryngeal pli- 
ability, with as even or suave a tonality as 
they bring out here. : 

The voices that are bred among us we do 
our best to destroy for musical quality in 
either singing or speaking by the elocution- 
ary antics of our schools. In England, ex- 


cept among those who are latterly patrons of 


the public primary schools, tuition outside 
the homein childhood is all but unknown. 
The governess is a tradition as immovable as 
the House of Lords or the Judges’ wigs. 
The children study and recite in an 
ordinary room. The “low” voice is 
naturally and sweetly developed, because 
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scientific course is followed in music. All 
sing the same register for years; all are 
urged to shout and holler“ in school. When 
they are of an age to make battle with the 
climate in its ugly moods they can already 
say, as Falstaff did to the Chief Justice, and 
“For my voice, I have lost it 

with holiaing and singing of anthems.” 
Doubtiess, too, mental composure has much 
to do with quality of voice. The eager of 
both sexes will shout or scream. As the best 
conversers are also the best listeners, the 
quality of voice which goes so far to make a 
good converser is instinctively low and sym- 
pathetic, The English girl learns in infancy 
that she 1s to speak only when spoken to; 
that she is to reflect before speaking, and 
when she speaks 1s to say as little as possi- 
ble that will antagonize her lords atid 
masters. The American girl 18 accustomed 
from childhood to speak on everything; to 
exercise spontaneity, if not independence; 
and the vices resulting from the abuse of the 
good ideas 3 involved are loud voice, 
harsh quality, and speech followed by ro- 
flection, perhaps, but rarely preceded by it. 
American girls, as a rule, are poor uisteners. 


A dozen of them will speak all together, and 


the highest pitch is often reached in 4 com- 
petition to coerce attention. 

Aside from climatic influence, not easily 
overcome, whose effects, however, can be 
mitigated, the disagreeable quality in Amer- 
ican women’s voices is due to irrational 
throat gymnastics in childhood, and to de- 
ficient mental composure in maturity.

LACES RICH, RARE, AND COSTLY. 


Mrs. Astor’s Collection Given to the Art 
Museum. 

New York World: The collection of these 
laces by Mrs. Astor, begun over thirty years 
ago, when the Continental art emporiums 
and bric-A-brac shops had not yet been ran- 
sacked of all the gems which they possessed, 
put her in possession of many rare and beau- 
tiful specimens not now obtainable, and which 
otherwise woula have found their way into 
some of the great European collections which 
were being then or have since been formed. 
Had the laces been thrown upon the market 
at this time there is no doubt that many of 
the choicest pieces would have been snapped 
up by agents of European museums or of 
some of the members of France’s or En- 
gland’s aristocracy, and so lost to America 
forever. The choicest bits in Mrs. Astor’s 
collection are representative of the best 
schools of the seventeenth and eighteenth 


centuries. 
One Point de France fichu cost Mrs. Astor 
$2,300) It was made by a French peasant’s 


wife in Ardennes between 1685 and 1730, and 
at one time belonged to Empress Josephine. 
Similarly most of the laces in the colléction 
belonged at one time or another to famous 
ladies of royal or aristocratic families, for 
their high cost preciuded any but the richest 
people from possessing them. The Point 
— an is the oldest piece in the collection, 

avi 
Frenchwoman in 1 It cost. over $2,500, 
and another piece of similar make, which 
dates. from 1580 to 1600, cost nearly as 
much. Another old piece is a (uipure 
de Belgique, which cost $2,100, and was 
made at Brussels between 1690 and 1750 by 
Mme. Quimet. A dress trimming of Point de 
Venise, which cost $3,200, is one of the largest 
3 n the collection, and was made in the 

alf century between 1650 and 1700. The 
Empress Eugenie, who was at one time a 
great lace lover, is said to have been nego- 
tiating for its purchase when it came into 
Mrs. Astor’s collection. Another very old 
piece of lace which the collection contains is 
a Point Cerepé which was made in 1580. 

One of the most precious specimens of 
Valenciennes in existence is a bit in the col- 
lection dating from 1670, and which the la 
Mrs. Astor frequently wore. Another favorit 
with her was a Guipure d’Angieterre, made 
between 1670 and 1700, one of the few speci- 
mens representing this school in existence, 
ana perhaps the only one in America. 
It cost, it is said, $1,800. The high 
cost of these laces even forty years 
ago, when they were relatively cheaper 
than at present, is explained partly by the 
few people who knew the secret of their 
manufacture in those old times and tne great 
time and labor involved in their production, 
and partly by their rarity, only a small num- 
ber of undoubted antiquity having survived 
intact. Others, too, were more highly prized 
because of their associations and former pos- 
session by historic personages. It is not too 
much to say that many of these laces have 
witnessed some of thé great court pageants 
of Europe. 

A Guipure de Malines made in the latter 
part of the seventeenth century, one of the 
valuable specimens in the collection, and a 
Point de France, of somewhat earlier date, 
are said to have belongea to two Orleans 
Princesses long since gathered to their fa- 
thers. There are likewise two beautiful 

ieces of Point de Brabant made between 
750 and 1800, and which cost $1,500 apiece, 
that are associated with memories of the la- 
dies of the first Napoleonic generation. Two 
exquisit specimens of Point de Venise, made 
between 1650 and 1700, and a Pointd’ Alengon, 
of 1800, have ecclesiastical associations, be- 
ing said to have come from the estate of one 
of the Roman Cardinals. 

Besides the laces menuoned there are fifty- 
five other pieces in the collection of scarcely 
less value and interest, and each of which 
cost Mrs. Astor from $300 to $1,000. Ina re- 
cent number of the Art Amateur three pieces 
of which Mrs. Astor was especially proud 
were reproduced by the photo-etching 
process under her direction. A dozen of the 
finest specimens of lace were shown in the 
Bartholdi Loan Exhibition at the Academy 
of Design some four years ago, and it is ex- 

ted that the general public will this year 

ve an opportunity of viewing the collection

STUDENTS OF ART. | 


On $600 Per Annum One Can Do Fairly 
Well, but at Least a Third More Should 
Be Added—The D’Huyvetter Collection 
of Dutch, French, and Belgian Pictures

As much ignorance prevails about the cost 
of art tuition and living in Paris, some well- 
authenticated figures recently given in the 
New York Times will be of interest to those 
who dream of a year or two in the French 
Capital and its art schools. The writer, who 
is a student, has done his best to live cheaply. 
He does not advise students to try to do their 
own cooking, ulthough it is not impossible, 
since the smallest quantity of necessaries 
can be procured in Paris, such as a cent’s 
worth of sugar, coffee, butter, etc. Res- 
taurants are numerous enough, but the 
cheapest of those at which food that will 
not injure health can be procured foot up 
25 cents a meal. By the greatest frugality 
one may live, he thinks, on 50 cents a day for 
food—a low estimate, as all can verify who 
have spent any time in Paris. As for lodg- 
ings, the cheapest rooms are not less than 84 
or $ a month on the highest floors; and 
there are no elevators 1n buildings affording 
such prices. An unfurnished room can be 
had for from $30 to 40 a year. He advises 
that one who intends to remain several years 
should take such a room and furnish it to 
one’s own satisfaction. In relation to tuition, 
although Ecole des Beaux Arts is free, the 
examination for admission is severe, and 
only one candidate in ten succeeds in getting 
in. In the dozen leading ateliers which re- 
ceive students, such as those managed by Car- 
olus Duran and Benjamin Constant, tuition 
is 6 per month for a half-day and $10 per 
month for a whole day, or at the rate of 840 
and $60 per year in advance. There are some 
incidental expenses. Putting all items to- 

ther, the student decides that it is impossi- 

le to study art in Paris under less than 86800 
a year, while a third more would improve his 
opportunities without leaving him much mar- 
gin for waste. 

These figures, it should be observed, are 
for young men. A young woman is debarred 
by conventionality from taking advantage of 
lodgings and restaurants as freely as her 
brother. Women students generally live in 
houses where they get lodging, meals, and 
attendance under one head. American giris 
have done a great deal already toward eman- 
cipating woman in Paris from trammels 
as absurd as they are traditional. Time 
was when a young woman, — if 
attractive, dare not go unattended npon the 
boulevards without incurring the risk of 
affront. Today this risk is less than upon the 
streets of Chicago. American girls who go 
to Paris for study are too much absorbed in 
the seriousness of their purpose to pay 
tribute at its expense to insolence and bru- 
tishness. They waik gravely from their 
homes to the schools generally in twos, but 
not at all uncommonly alone; and as they 
pay no heed to idlers, idlers find it unprofita- 
ble to waste time on them. One case is 
within the experience of three Chica- 
goans who parted daily at the break- 
fast-table for six weeks, each bemg 
concerned with a special pursuit. Each went 
her way alone, meeting again at dinner; and 
at the expiration of the time they compared 
experiences. Not one of the three had ever 
encountered the slightest incivility; each 
said “I looked at nobody and so 1 do not 
know whether anybody looxed at me.“ The 
truth 1s pretty much tae same the world over. 
Self-respect is a shield which is sufficient, if 
good sense be in the head of her who depends 
upon it. Nevertheless, it would be folly 
amounting to peril for any American girl to 
go to Paris and expect to revolutionize art 
life there to the extent of occupying an 
apartment and taking her meais at restau- 
rants, habitually alone. Economy, as well as 
prudence, requires that there should be 
always a Woman companion, a requirement 
which 1s fullof advantages to both. They 
can live in this way as cheaply as young men. 

ANOTHER EXHIBITION. 

The D’Huyvetter collection of Dutch, 
French, and Belgian pictures at Stevens 
gallery was opened Friday evening. There 
are 189 in all, and they will be disposed of at 
auction. The experience of picture auction- 
eers is that tine works rarely bring 
anything near their value when disposed of 
under the hammer. A few are always to be 
found in collections destined for the block, 
but the mass of such pictures 1s of an uncer- 
tain standard. Artists who know the mode 
by which their work is to be disposed of feel 
no special interest in the result; they 
generally furnish for it the surplusage 
of the studio. It is also well estab 
lished that pictures go at auction 
too often according to their wealth of spuri- 
ous merits. A high color key, a forced pose, 
violent drollery, sensational draperies, the- 
atrical action, will attract the auction buyer; 
and quiet canvas, whose appeal to the mind 
is through some other than meretricious at- 
traction, is neglected. The purveyor cannot 
be censured for selecting his commodities to 
suit his market and illustrate his mode. | 

Mr. D’Huyvetter has afew good pictures, 
especially a Haas cattle and land- 
scape. There are some pleasing ex- 
amples by other artists, as might be 
expected in a A vara, that includes 
David Col, Leon Herbo, Koekkoek, Henry 
Mosler, Pasini, the Portieljes, Ten Kate, Van 
Der Eycken, and Leon Perrault. The Psyche 
of Leon Herbo is a low conception of th 
most intellectual of Greek ideals. The m 
nipulation is interesting and the luminous 
flimsiness of the draping will attract as that 
shallow device always does. But the tace is 
more suited to the houri of the prophet than 
to an embodiment of the human soul in Hel- 
las. J. Portieljes’ Legal Documents” is a 
beautiful bit of work in rich and effective 
textures. The subject has been painted often 
by him. Three heads of the same model, 
with the some porns and flesh treatment, 
were sold at O’ Brien’s during the last month. 
An interesting reminder of the achievements 
of the Belgian school is found in the photo- 
graph of Schaefeis’ ‘‘ Death of Nelson,” 
which is the property of the Government and 
is in the museum at Brussels. 

IMPORTANT ART LECTURES. 

Dr. William T. Harris, one of the clearest 
thinkers and most agreeable lecturers, will 
return to Chicago soon to give a series of ten 
lectures, one-half of tnem on art topics, the 
rest on the 8 of history. Dr. Harris 
became well known during the Dante school, 
of which he was a chief ornament. Of pro- 
digious attainments, his sincerity and sym- 
pathy make him a delightful expounder of 
any subject to which he devotes himself. 
Nothing could be finer than his exploration 
of the obscurities of Dante in meta- 
3 nothing more instructive can 

hoped for than his lectures 
on art, which will blend ethics with 
esthetics. He is a master of pure and cor- 
rect English, and even when dealing with 
abstruse and recondite matters he is simple 
and intelligible to everybody having the de- 
gree of culture which will send auditors to 
lectures on such subjects. The time and 
piace are not yet determined. The under- 
taking is in the hands of the ladies who so 
successfully managed the finances of tne 
Dante school.

It will 
find a place in the Louvre, where the portraits 
will be seen to better advantage than a similar 
English collection lately at the South Kensing- 
ton, but now relegated to Bethnall Green. 

The Museum of Religions at Paris, which 
is to contain collections of idols, paintings, and 
other objects having to do with the various re- 
ligions of the world, will cost about §200,000. It 
is rising near the Trocadero, and will house the 
collections made by M. Guimet, and also afford 
rooms and library for savants and those who 
translate Oriental languages. 

To encourage buyers the Art Club of Proy- 
idence arranges a locked box, with blank cards 
and pencils near it.. Should a visitor wish to 
make an offer for a picture at a price below that 
on the catalogue he can address one of the cards 
to the artist, gi a bid, and slip it in the box.

How a Road-Agent Agreed Not to Molest a 
Stage Company. 

Prerre, Dak., Feb. 10.—[Special.]—The 
singular freedom enjoyed by the Northwest- 
ern Stage & Transportation Company from 
road agents during the early days of its ex- 
istence, when the trail led from Bismarck to 
Deadwood, was a welcome fact which many 
a weary traveler in search of the land of 
promise can cheerfully testify to, but never- 
theless it was a source of much specula 
as to how the immunity granted the line was 
to be accounted for. The Sidney stage was 
held up on nearly every trip, messengers 
kilied, and passengers robbed.

CONSERVATIVE CHICAGO CAPITALISTS, 
Millions for Legitimate Enterprises—Not 
One Cent for Wildcat Schemes. 

Chicago, with respect to the investment 
of capital, is one of the most conservative 
cities in the country,” said a local financier. 
There is an abundance of speculative spirit 
here and a constantly-growing accumulation 
of capital seeking employment. But no im- 
portant amount can be coaxed into enter- 
pee that cannot be figured on the soundest 

iis. Few ofthe corporate en ises of 
Chicago origin turn out failures. who 
have the best means of knowing say that any 
amount from $100,000 to 88,000,000 could be 
raised with ease for a home enterprise 
that looked all mght. But for dcat 
schemes, such as are floated every 
day in New York and even in staid 
old Philadelphia and solid Boston, nota dol- 
lar could be raised here. The city’s enter- 
ede. and energy draw hundreds of men 
ither with schemes, hoping to float them. 
There are half a dozen men in town who have 
— * —— 8 4 had a lead 
n the formation of n every large 
local corporate enterprise of late years. They 
are overrun with schemers.“ 

One of these men last mentioned confirmed 
this and said: I am invited to raise money 
for 200 or 300 schemes a year. re are 
mines in every bart of the world and of 
every kind of mineral. One chap wanted 
$500,000 raised to get out the gold that lay im 
the bottom of a shallow lake in Africa. He 
had been reading Rider I guess; 
another knew of a great deposit of prehis- 
toric ivory in Alaska. There are eiectric- 
light and telephone schemes without number. 
All of the latter are based on the assumption 


that the Supreme Court will upset the 
telephone patents and leave the fleld free to 
everybody. The patents offered cover every- 
thing. A many are motors, It seems 
as if about half the cranks on aerial naviga- 
tion heac this way.

property calls attention to a steady and impor- 
tant movement of business, such as the trade in 
heavy hardware, from Lake street to Canal, be- 
tween Madison and Lake. The manufacturing 
interests of the West Side, too, are increas 
rapidly. The growth of manufactures is one o 
the leading features of life, and the West 
Side is get uite its share of the gain. As 
the South Side fills up with stores and offices the 
land becomes too valuable for manufacturing 
uses, and there are many inviting locations on 
the West Side. 


Oakenwald avenue and Grand boulevard 
property is still in t demand, and during the 
ast week there e been several large pur- 
clases on both these thoroughfares. There 
seems to be a greater demand just now for prop- 
erty in the Forty-third street region than at any 
other point in the Twenty-fifth Ward, St. Law- 
rence avenue coming in for a goodly share of the 
boom. Van H. Higgins sold two pieces of his 
Oakenwald avenue. property, 59 feet in all, for 
$5,520, E. S. Mitchell and J. W. D. Keely being 
the buyers. On St. Lawrence avenue a lot 129x 
$8 feet, near Forty-second street, was sold for 
$10,000 by C. Keep to H. C. Van Schaak. Oue 
sale on Grand boulevard was a lot 40x178 feet, 
which brought $9,000, to Nelson Thomasson from 
W. J. Tewkesbury. The latter then sold it for 
the same price to C. H. Foster. 


The annual gossip as to possible removals 
of banks southward is in full blast. Among those 
now in the more northern parts of the business 
centre the National Bank of [llinois is regarded 
as a fixture where itis on account of the nature 
of its business and the arrangements made with 
the owners of the buil in which it is located. 
The same may be said of the Mefchants’ Nation- 
al, whose stockholders own the building., and the 
National Bank of America has renewed its lease. 
The Northwestern National and the Illinois 
Trust & Savings Banks are more likely to move 
than any of the others, but it is claimed that the 
matter has not yet been decided. On many ac- 
counts they would no doubt be better suited near 
the Board of Trade, and some strong temptations 
have been held out to them there. The Ex- 
change Bank has renewed its lease in the Insur- 
ance Exchange — & $5,000 @ year, the 
rental heretofore having n $4,750. 

The three-year leases in the Board of Trade 

expiring the Ist of May will be renewed 

to 50 per cent below the present 

rentals, with the probable exception of the cor- 
ner offices on Jackson street, which are the most 
desirable and will readily rent at any time. The 
two reasons for this reduction are that the rents 
were too high in the first place and that Board 
of Trade business has matenally declined in the 
last three years. Rents based on a dollara 
bushel for wheat cannot be maintained when 
wheat is 75c per bushel. And then, the office ac- 
commodations have been greatly increased since 
the Board of Trade Building was completed. The 
other structures, too, have a much larger client-

— interests, while : 


the Board of .Trade 
is almost entirely dependent on brokers 
and speculators. There have been many bitter 
disappointments since the board moved from the 
corner of La Salle and Washington streets. The 
majority of the,brokFers and speculators thought 
at the time that the depression in the grain mar- 
kets was only temporary and that Chicago would 
soon see the dollar wheat again. The adversit 
that the board has had to contend with wou 
have been enough to kill its business altogether 
had it not been a very solid and far-reaching 
one. The brokers’ offices will still be almost ex- 
clusively in the Board of Trade Building and im- 
mediately about it. The owners of the new 
structures at a little distance much prefer other 
other classes of tenants.

It is, I under- 
stand, the intention of Mrs. Lakey to send 
this picture to the United States for sale. It 
is a cattle piece, painted with much skill 
and knowledge. The canvas is in the 


neighborhood of 2012 feet. It repre- 
sents a huge white bull with two blue 


b white-marked Holstein cows on nis 


left, standing in a pool of water, with a dun- 
red cow coming up to the right from the 
rear. Beyond the group is a long stretch of 
cool meadow, warmed here and there by yel- 
low touches which stand out in strong relief 
against the herd of cattle of brown, black, 
white, and dun red, in the most 
harmonious skill of color just before the 
central line of the picture. The blue-black 
Hoisteins in the central group represent the 
best work of the artist. The white bull in 
the foreground, the 1 figure, shows 
knowledge, skill, and also fine qualities of 
„ Its attitude suggests the 
famous Paul Potter bull, but it is a much more 
peaceful and amiable animal than the Potter 
animal. The striking, figure of a white bull 
is painted with great ease and dash with cool 
purple shades in the yellow, creamy white of 
the great animal. The deep shadows are 
toned off into pale g shades, with red 
dashes here and there, which accentuate the 
form without really suggesting to the casual 
eye anything but the varying tones of the 
white animal. The best work in the picture 
is in the two Holsteins just beyond the prin- 
cipal central figure. The foreshortening of 
the cow drinking from the pool is beautiful- 
ly done. The blue-black of the Holsteins is 
also given with a dash and life which alone 
can come from knowledge and great 
Skill. The red cow behind the prin- 
cipal figure is the poorest feature of 
the picture and one which will at- 
tract the most criticism. The foreshortening 
here is not good. There is an indecision in 
this feature of the picture. The uncertainty 
and ungracefulness of outline here constitute 
the most serious points of criticism. The 
landscape background is painted in a broad, 
free style. The prevailing color is cool. The 
sky is cloudy and descending in varying 
tones to the dark purple line of trees stand- 
ing against the lighter cool gray of the hori- 
zon. The water reflects various gray tones 
of the clouds. The stretch of meadow be- 
tween the dark positive line against the hori- 
zon isa varying succession of pale greens 
running through waves of dark, warming 
into positive yellow tones as it approaches 
the banks of the great pool. 

Nearly every one objects to the title of the 
picture. It is called The Right of Way.“ I 
understand this is not the selection of the 
artist heself, but of a friend. The white bull 
who holds up his head shghtly turned to the 
front in the foreground is supposed to be an 
obstacle in the way of timid pedestrians, and 
hence the name of the picture: If he were a 
fiercely painted animal who showed signs of 
rage or fiery action there would be more 
point iu the title of the picture, but, as it is, 
this carefully drawn and skillfully painted 
animal bas an expression of amiability and 
gentleness not to be surpassed by the most 
peaceful cow that ever roamed across green 
Helds.

NEW FAST MAIL TRAIN WEST. 


It Will Probably Be Put On About March 
13—Fast Mail East. 

“ We have not prepared the schedules of 
the new fast mail trains which are to run 
over the Burlington between Chicago and 
Omaha and return,” said Chief Clerk Troy 


ot the office of Division Superintendent of 


the Railway Mail Service. We do not 
know much yet about what the new service 
is to be. ‘General Superintendent Nash was 
out here a couple of weeks ago, and made 
trips both ways over the Omaha and the St. 
Paul fast mail runs. When he returned to 


Washington he was visited by the General

up the new arrangement, which is merely an 
extension of the six days’ service 
and a requirement that

east as a special train. We will 
shorten the time a good deal. The train 
leaving here at 3 a. m. now reaches Omaha 
between 5 and 6p. m. Under the new ar- 
rangement it will get there between 3 and 4 
o'clock, giving time for distribution that 
same day. In coming east the fast mail will 
leave Omaha at about 7 o’clock, I suppose, 
and reach here about two hours earlier than 
at present. The new trains will consist of 
three cars, two sixty feet long and one fifty 
feet. One car will be used for storage and the 
others for distribution. The second-class 
matter will occupy all the space but one end 
of onecar. Itis the second-class matter for 
which we must make the most and best pro- 
vision. An ordinary man will never look at 
the postmark on a letter to see when it was 
dated. but let him miss his daily paper and he 
will howl.

There 
are nearly thirty in the exhibition which are 
not in the catalog. As the first indispensable 
to the general public is a complete and a cor- 
rect catalog, it is much to be regretted that 
this just courtesy has been so flagrantly vio- 
lated. Guests are curtly told in a foot- 
note on the last to “see supplement 
on gallery walls.“ 
are crushing in every direction, when move- 
ment toward one spot on the wall is practical- 
ly impossible except at the risk of acute dis- 
comfort and dire confusion, such advice, not 
objectionable for leisurely visitors during 
week days, is not only worthless but censur- 
able. The excuse is that pictures come in 
too late for their proper tities to be sent to 
the printer. Then let them stay out of the 
exhibition. In no other portion of the civil- 
ized globe are exhibitions got up on princi- 
ples so unbusinesslike. If the committee in 
charge informs the patrons of the exhibition 
that no favors can be accepted after a certain 
date no one can complain. 

The tardy arrivais, like similar offenders at 
a ſeast of another kind, wreak injustice upon 
themselves as well as upon those whose 
earlier appearance enabled the hangers to 
exercise discretion and taste as to place and 
environment, to say nothing about the com- 
pieteness and accuracy of the catalog. An-

It is interesting, therefore, in view 
of this admission, to see how intelligently 
our Chicago picture-buyers have exercised 
their judgment and poured forth their cash 
in the purchase of water-cojors. One of the 
leaders of the Dutch school, Joseph Israel, 
is represented in the exhibition by a son- 
tary example, and that not satisfying.

AMMUNITION “COMBINE.” 


THE “BIG FOUR” AND THE POOL 
THEY HAVE FORMED. 


How the Sale of Cartridges, Big and Little. 
All Over the Country Is Controlled— 
Chicago Jobbers Revolt—Some of the 
Schemes of the Poolers to Outwit Each 
Other—A Loaded Paper Shell Combine 
Formed. : 

One of the most powerful and at the same 
time best known of the commercial combina- 
tions which now flourish in the United States 
18 that whidh was formed about five years ago 
by the manufacturers of fixed ammunition. 
It is the closest kind of a corporation, and in 
its pursuit of wealth can touch the pocket of 
the small boy who salutes “ Independence- 
Day“ by the discharge of a toy revolver with 
the same precision as it can make a hole in 
State Treasury in furnishing the Nation- 
al Guard with the. ammunition requisit for 
target practice at an annual encamp- 
ment. Everybody, big or little, who uses a 
firearm has to pay tribute to the com- 
binairon, which, it is reported, is rapidly 
growing in wealth. As originally formed 
the combine consisted of the American 
Metallic Cartridge Company, controlled by 
Merwin & Hulbert of New York, the United 
States Cartridge Company of Lowell, Mass., 
known in the trade as the “ Butler concern,” 


from the fact that a son of Gen. Butler owns | 


a controlling interest; the Union “Metallic 
Cartridge Company of Bridgeport, Conn., 
of which Marcellus Hartley of Hartley & 
Graham of New York, is President; the Win- 
chester Repeating Arms Company of New 
Haven, of which W. W. Converse is Presi- 
dent, and the Remington Arms Company of 
Ihon, N. Y. The last mentioned corporation 
subsequently met with reverses and a 
short time ago was closed. out 
at the receiver’s sale, Messrs. Hartley and 
Graham being the purchasers, presumably in 
the interest of the Union Metallic Company. 
At the present time the combination is com- 
posed of the four corporations first named. 
The Whitney Arms Company once had a 
small interest, but this was later on ab- 
sorbed by the Winchester Company.

That is to say, it did not amount to much fif- 
teen or twenty years ago. Then the bulk of 
the fixed ammunition used in this country 
exclusive of that required by the United 
States army, came trom Englana, where 
breech-loading guns for sporting purposes 
first became proper caper. Of recent 
years the manufacture in this country has 
own to enormous dimensions, the com- 
ined capital of the concerns mentioned ag- 
ting somewhere in the neighborhood of 
„000. The combination is practically 
controlled by Messrs. Hartley and Converse, 
Union and Winchester 


Prior to the formation of the combine five 
years ago there was a little rivalry between 
the two companies last mentioned growing 
out of personal differences between Mr. 
Hartley and Gov. Winchester regarding the 
purchase and use of some tents which 
were 8 parties considered of great 
value. e fight between the two corpora- 
tions was carried on with the same vigor 
us a rate war between rival rail 
roads in the West, and the same tac- 
tics were brought into play. Reduction fol- 
lowed reduction with daily regularity until 
the s were sold at a price below the 
actual cost of production, and consumers bé- 
gan to entertain the idea that the time would 
soon arrive when they would receive a silver- 
plated revolver or a handsome rifle with 
each box of apne purchased. Twenty- 
two shorts,“ which is the basing unit ot 
prices, sold as low as 600 cents 
which would be a fair price if the 
bullets were made of iron inst 


parties to the fight to realize that if the war 
was persisted in bankruptcy and a receiver 
were inevitable. Then they did what the 
railroad managers always do after an ex- 
haustive struggle. They came together, or- 
ganized a pool, taking in the smaller and 
weaker rivals which had kept out of the 
fight as much as possible, and advanced 
prices to $20 for 20,000 net. 

The recent advance in copper and tin and 
the absorption of the Remington factory have 
induced the combination to in vance 
the rates and put a closer wall around the 
trade. The price of 2 shorts” was a 
short time ago raised to $24.75 for 20,000, or a 
little more than double the figures at which 
the article was sold when the competition 
was the wildest. The new agreement, which 
was submitted to the trade tnree weeks ago, 
differs in one essential feature from the 
former one, in that it obligates the jobber 
signing it to make at least one-third of his 
purchases directly from the association or 
any of its members, or from their uts in 
New York. This condition is imposed 
so as to diminish by that much 
the aggregate of the rebates, which 
the combine would otherwise have 
to pay to its special dealers,“ as the agents 
are called in Philadelphia, Boston, St. Louis, 
and Chi The contract provides that the 
jobber will sell no ammunition other than 
the product of the big four“; that he will 
not sell at less prices or on better terms than 

be fixed from time to time by the com- 
bine as Chicago jobbers’ prices”’; and that 
these prices shall only be quoted verbally or 
in written letters under seal. The agree- 
ment binds the combine to Fey. to 
the jobber in July, October, January, 
and April of each year a rebate 
of 10 per cent on the amount of casn paid for 
all ammunition—certain styles and brands 
of paper shells and wads excepted— 
during the preceding quarter, and a 
rebate of 5 per cent on the 
exceptions noted, in the same manner; and 
also an amount equal to the same amount on 
urchases made from the special dealers. 
The Commissioner is Augustus Gaylora, and 
the sealof association, which has a New 
Jersey charter, is affixed. 

Under the old contract the combination re- 
served the right to deal directly with the 
National and State Governments. The re- 
cent military encampment purchased largely 
from the combination, and defaulted. What 
stock it had on hand was afterwards sold to 
a local jobber at 40 cents on the dollar. 

The new agreement is more odious to some 
of the Chicago houses, and three of them 
have positively refused to submit to its cast 
iron provisions. One house has already not- 
fied the trade that it has forty men on the 
road, and each one has received instructions 
to sell at lower rates than tnose fixed by the 
combine. The recalcitrants say they are not 
afraid, they have the facilities for getting 
the goods and will meet any terms that the 
combine see fit to make. 

During the first two years of the combina- 
tion the efforts of the Union Metallic and 
Winchester Companies to outwit each other 
caused no little amusement to the trade. 
The former claimed that the latter through 
its immense business in repeating rifles 
secured a bulge on the cartridge trade, and 
in order to offset it, entereafinto an arrange- 
ment with the Martin Arms Company of New 
Haven, whereby the latter gave the follow- 
ing certificate to each weapon sold by it: 
4 Pnis rifle is guaranteed only when Union 
Metallic cartridge ammunition is used.” The 
Colt factory also changed the action of its 
firearms, so that the hammer would miss fire 
on any cartridge of the Winchester make, 
but would prove effective when the Union 
Metallic was 

Another pool of a similar character called 
the Loaded Paper Sheil Association has 
been formed within the last sixty days. 
About three years ago W. Chamberlain of 
Cleveland invented a machine for louding 

per shells. He took his invention to New 

ork and organized the “ Atlantic Ammuni- 
tion Association,” the corporation in Cleve- 
land being known as the Chamberiain 
mpany.’’ Both concerns turned 
roduct. Through some over- 
sight—or it may have been intentional— 
the two companies did not purchase from 
the Winchester Company as many per 
shells as its President thought they should 
have done, and he at once proceeded to go 
into the loaded paper shell business. The re- 
sult was that the country soon become floo 
vith this angi cular kind of ammunition, 
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and was invited to join the combination. He 
retused to do so and subsequently organized 
to work under his ts. Being 
a dealer in fixed ammunition he is a member 
of the “big four” combine, and 
that organization the loaded paper-s * 
combination has endeavored to influence 
him, but so far without avail. A Chicago 
house has taken the agency of the Peters 
goods, and flooded the entire Northwest with 
circulars. Another conference has been 
called to meet next week in St. Louis, at 
which all the big guns interested in all kinds 
of fixed ammunition will be present, and the 
trade is anxiously awaiting result. 


A NEW MUSEUM ENTEEPRISE. 


An Exhibit of Geological and Mineral Speci- 
mens to Be Established. 

G. S. Knapp of this city is at the head of 
& movement to establish in Chicago a perma- 
nent international museum of geological and 
mineral specimens and historical relics and 
curiosities. In connection with the exhibit 
there will be compiete facilities for assays, 
analyses, and tests of all kinds under the 
charge oſ competent men. Expert lapidaries 
will also be connected with the institution, 
and a factory for the preparation of rare 
minerals and specimens and a supply market 
for college and public museums and private 
collectors are a part of the plan. 

The project has been under consideration 
for some time, and has received fresh impetus 
from the arrival of a veteran miner from 
the Bad Lands“ of Dakota, Montana, and 
Wyoming with several tons of wonderful 


| fossils, and petrifactions, which have stirred 


up Chicago geologists, mineralogists, and 
scientists to a high pitch of enthusiasm. 
Any genuine discovery of any value in the 
mining line must, of course, have its mys- 
tery. The miner discovered the place 
sixteen years ago while on a buf- 
falo hunt. It is located about 150 
miles northwest of Deadwood, and is ap- 
parently adried-up sea-bed of hundreds of 
miles in extent. It is an alkali desert, scanti- 
ly supplied with water and cattie- and 
even the cowboys and ranchers tshy of 
it. Three years ago the miner started into 
the country on a pros trip, and the 
specimens now on exhibition here are the re- 
sult of his trip. The fossils were t found in 
bowlders ranging in size from that of a foot- 
ball to a hogshead.

For instance, ‘Warsaw dispatches today 
state that there have arrived at that 
city four iments of Circassian 
cavalry en route for the Pinczeff and Kielce 
districts. At Michalewitz, near the Galician 
frontier, immense barracks have been raised. 
An order from St. Petersburg directs the ex- 
ecution of the plans for the mobilization of a 
part of the field artillery. 

On the Austrian side there is an imcrease 
in the number of recruits officers for 
the landwehr. Large purchases of Krupp 
guns haye been made and enormous war 

ontracts for provisions and munitions of 
war have been executed. For the time being 
a snow blockade on the railway lines in Ga- 
licia has put a stop to the transit of troops 
and provisions are accumulating at the de- 


pots. 

On the German side the most significant 
feature is the extension of the strategic raul- 
ways on the eastern frontier. The Cologne 
Gazette estimates the cost of this work at 
9 marks, while other estimates make 
it 150,000,000 marks. The Berlin Host 
states that there is feverish activity at Span- 
dau, where the men in the Government 
foundries are compelled to work overtime. 

The condition of the Crown Prince ab- 
sorbs a national interest. The official bulle- 
tins give but scant information, and the doc- 
tors are universally reticent in response to 
private inquiries. Today's bulletin, which 
states that the Crown Prince passed a 
night and afeels well, did not — relieve 
‘| the gloom of the Berlipvers who crowd- 
ed in front, of the palace in silent 
masses, wai to give a sympathetic saluta- 
tion to the Emperor.

HIGH LIQUOR LICENSE IN CHICAGO, 


The Disparaging Charges of the Prohibi- 
tionists Not Sustained by the Facts. 

New York Jost: A systematic effort has 
been made recently by the advocates of pro- 
hibitaon to show that the High-License law 
in Chicago has not proved a success. They 
have claimed that, while at first the law did 
reduce the number of saloons, it has not been 
able to keep them down, and that there has 


been during the last year a large :mcrease 


both in saloons and in the evils which flow 
from them. We have taken the trouble to 
obtain the official statistics upon the ques- 
tion, and find that they do not sustain the 
charges of the .Prohibitionists. The present 
High-License law of Illinois went into opera- 
tion in 1883. It levied a heense of #500 on 
all full liquor saloons, and of $150 on beer 
and wine saioons, it being optional for any 
city, town, or village to raise the fee to any 
limit it chose, or to make it $500 for all kinds 
of saloons. It was made uniformly $500 in 
Chicago after one year’s trial. The old law 
put the fee at $52, and under it, with a popu- 
lation of 500,000, Chicago had 8,919 licensed 
saloons in 1882, and 1, more which were 
selling without licenses. We give below the 
official statistics of saloons and receipts from 
them, taken from the books of the City Col- 
lector of Chicago, from the year 1881 to the 
close of last year:

William T. Wardwell has been Yreélected 
Chairman of the County Committee, and Her- 
bert A. Lee chosen to preside over the Ex- 
ecutive Committee. They propose to but a 
working committee in every election district 
in the city, whose business it shall be to see 
every voter. Nearly 500 of the 812 election 
districts have already been covered. Itis 
also proposed to send committees to the va- 
rious labor mectings to present the claims of 
Prohibition.

Lively Scenes Expected,

SUSPICIOUS OF AMERICANS,

Loxpox, Feb. 11.—Americans coming to 
London this spring to see the sights will 
have a nice time getting into the Houses of 
Parliament, as the result of the revelations 
in the trial of Callan and Harkins has been 
to exciude almost everybody else who has 
crossed the Atlantic. The first thing done 
in Parliament was to publicly announce that 
the. convicted men were admitted to the 
Speaker’s gallery in August last upon an 
order obtained by Irish members, by whom 
they were also taken on the River 
terrace. Thereupon the Parnell par- 
ty issued a private circular among 
its followers making each member 
personally responsibie for strangers admitted 
in his name. The day Parliament opened 
the House of Commons was barricaded b 
polivemen. It took three of them to 
the stairs leading to the gallery. Ever since 
Guy Fawkes tried to blow up Parliament 
with gunpowder it has been customary to 
search the vaults under the buildings imme- 
diately before opening the session. As 
usual, this year seven solemn gen- 
tiemen disappeared down the hole im- 
— behing the Speaker’s chair. 
They ound no dynamite, but plenty 
of dust. The two alleged dynamiters are 
already hard at work in convict garb. They 
have not even been allowed the usual nine 
months’ probation allowed men condemned 
to penal servitude. British justice does not 
pamper condemned men as is the case in 
American courts and prisons. When a man 
is pronounced guilty here burly constables 
seize him at once and rush him off to prison 
without a word of farewell to friends. Callan 
and Harkins were locked in the biggest penal 
prison in London before they had time to 
think. It is the usual thing to keep penal 
prisoners in solitary confinement in some 
near-by prison for nine months before sénd- 
ing them to the place where they must work 
out their term, but, as a matter of safety, 
Callan and Harkins were taken to Chatham 
Prison within two days of their sentence. It 
is not the custom here to let the public know 
to what prison the convicts are taken, but I 
have it on indisputable authority that these 
men are at Chatham. This is considered the 
safest of her Majesty’s prisons, protected by 
both fort and garrison. Once there the men 
are practically dead to relations for. fifteen 
years.

Death of a Prominent Baltimore Politician

It is at least constructive murder, and I say 
here in the solemn presence of the victim of 
this crime that the punishment for burg- 
lary should be a long term of imprisonment, 
even for the term of the natural life of the 
criminal. Wedo not wish to live in our 
homes barred and locked up asif in prisons. 
We may rest contident that the police do 
what they can to protect the public, but I 
say if the torce of our police were doubled 
it would not be too many for the require- 
ments of a city like ours. Men known 
as professional burglars ought to be confined 
till it is beyond question that they had thor- 
oughly reformed and there isno danger of 
their reverting to their evil ways. One such 
life as that of the late Mr. Snell’s is worth 
more to the common weal than the liberty of 
a thousand thieves, and society is bound to 
protect itself at any cost. 

Besides rousing ourselves to guard against 
the known dangerous characters who un- 
fortunately do exist, itis the — of society 
to do something more.

MEXICAN FINANCES. 


Report of the Receipts and Disbursements 
of the Sister Kepublic. 
City or Mexico, Feb. 11. — [Special.] — 


Francisco Eppitosa, the Treasurer of the Na- 


tion, has made his annual report for the last 
fiscal year to the Secretary of tne Treasury. 
The total receipts for the year were $32,126, 
509, from which should be deducted $958,156 


the proceeds of sales of public lands for 
which Mexican securities were taken in ex- 


change, leaving $31,198,353 as the net amount 


of the revenues. During 188687 the import 
duties amounted to $17,268,650, as against 
$14,852,980 in 1885-86. The internal revenue 
produced $7,538,150, as against $5,877,458 the 
previous year. The tax on Government Sal- 
aries uced $385,580. Mr. Eppitosa’s re- 
port shows that the amount expended during 
the last year was $400,000 less than was ap- 
propriated, which goes to show that while 
the Government is steadily increasing its 
revenue it is also endeavoring to keep ex- 
penses down to the lowest practicable figure.

A Rival for the Mammoth Cave. 
CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., Feb. 11.—[Special.]— 
A dispatch from Huntsville, Ala., tonight says a 
large cave was discovered there today which 
rivals the Mammoth Cave in extent and beauty.

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ART OF “ WOOD-CARVING. 


PLEASANT WORK FOR WOMEN’S 
HANDS IN LEISURE HOURS. 


An Art in Which Even Beginners May Do 
Beautifal Work if the Right Start Is 
Made, and as Skill Is Gained the Fas- 
cination Grows—Hints to Beginners on 
How to Proceed, the Tools to Use, and 
the Designs to Select. 

Philadelphia Record: This beautiful art is 
undertaken by comparatively few persons be- 
cause of the difficulties that are supposed to 
he in the way of skillful achievement. Those 
who have worked with the wood-carver’s 
tools, however, assert that this is not the case 
if preliminary steps be rightly taken. Even 
first work may be good of its kind, and as 
ability to execute fine work increases the fas- 
cination grows. A young woman of the writ- 

er’s acquaintance, who is an artist with pen- 

ciland brush of no mean accomplishment, 
took up wood-carving in an idle hour and 
now declares that the pleasantest days of 
her lite have been spent in that work; that 
painting does not possess one-half the fascina- 
tion for her. She must have worked hard at 
it, too, judging from the character of her 
work. One ot her latest achievements is a 
mantel for the home parlor (to dispiace a 
black-marbieized slate monstrosity) in which 
mythological figures are carved in almost 
full relief, while the borders are of marvel- 
ously-accurate design and execution. Surely 
what this slender woman, whose delicate 
hands are all unused to hard work, may ac- 
complish others may undertake with few 
misgivings. 

Mr. Benn Pitman is printing a series of ar- 

ticles in the Art Amateur on this interesting 

subject, which are intended to aid beginners 
in the work, and from them there have been 


gleaned the subjoined hints. Mr. Pitman di- 
“vides wood-carving into three classes, descrip- 


tive of the three methods of working wood. 
The first and simplest is surface-carving, 
which might almost be termed wood en- 
graving, and is appropriate for the adorn- 
ment of objects that are much handled. This 
kind of work is most effective when done on 


u polished or shellacked — Se the 


design is left bright and th kground 
roughened by a stamp of some pattern. This 
is in effect not unlike pressed wood-work. 

Another method of wood-carving is called 
incised work. It is relief intagiio, the design 
being outlined and modeled, while the re- 
maining surface is untouched. This carving 
is not intaglio proper, because the modeling 
1s in rehef, but done without cutting away or 
the remaining surface. 

A more general and more artistic method 
of carving is the true relief work, where the 


design is wholly raised above the back-. 


ground, or rather the background is lowered 
low the design. 

The choice of tools may be left wholly with 
the worker, and selected according to his cir- 
cumstances, needs, and physical ability. The 
tools will not do the work that belongs to the 
hand that guides them, Many a boy will 
fashion a trinket with blunt and dull jack- 
knife that many another couldn’t manufact- 


ure with a whole hadware store at nis dis- 


The beginner is advised to first un- 
dertake some sim design upon a small 
el, say 114¢ by inches, with a inch 
vel sunk from inch square, the grain of 
the wood running lengt hwise. A full quarter 
of an inch should be left for the rder 
and the design placed within it. Draw or 
trace the design upon the wood in 
the usual way, and the work will 
be ready for carving to begin. Good surface 
work may be done with a singie tool, a hook- 
bladed knife called a hawk’s bill.“ A ver- 
tical cut is to be first made over the outline, 
and the beginner is advised to cut twice in 
order to secure sufficient depth; then if a 
slanting cut be made just outside the nog 
line an angular rib of wood will be cut a 
thus making a groove. Outline the whole 
design in this way, and then ground the 
interveni spaces with a stamp; this will 
throw the design into apbarent relief. If the 
worker would wish for relief work he may 
lower his background with a K- inch chisel 
and a narrow picker an eighth of an inch or 
more. ifthe work be done upon a “hard 
finish” wood, say of cherry, te of stained, 
the beauty of the work be . 
hanced by scraping slightly ee overlayi 
33 and leaves, thus producing high- blights. 

f the wood be not polished the worker may 
be tempted to model his design, cutting 
away the stems (supposing his design to be 
of flowers and leaves) to one-half of the 
average depth, and giving to the leaves and 
petals something of the undulations of 
natural growth. 

Mr. Pitman here explains to the student 
that thereis a Y-shaped tool that cuts a 
groove atasingle thrust, but he does not 
commend its use to the beginner, as much 
— is required to use it with precision. 

he studentis further told that there are 
two distinct styles of wood-carver’s 
tools — short-handled and — 
tools, such as engravers 

long-handled and . 
such as carvers ner- 
The short tools are held in one 
the other at liberty to steady 
the work ahd turn it toward the tool; the 
long tools are held in the right hand and 
steadied with the left, the work being held 
in position byaclamp. Each kind has its 
special uses and advantages. The short tools 
are undoubtedly the best for beginners, who 
must rely upon the hand to guide the tool, as 
they have not yet acquired the dexterity of 
arm which is the professional’s stock im 
trade, As progress shall be made, and the 
worker may wish to try deep relief, long 
tools become necessary. The tools of Amer- 
ican manufacture are cheaper than the En- 
glish ones and are equally good. But what- 
ever style or make of tool may be used it 
must be sharp, else wood-carving will be 
robbed of its delight. 

And now a few words as to designs, for 
half the charm of wood-carving lies in them. 
The writer suggests that natural forms, such 
as blossoms and leaves tor lines of orna- 
ment; sprays and branches with 1 
blossoms, berries. sometimes thorns for pane 
spaces, are always safe, simple, and effective. 
Blossoms or rosets in rows form admirable 
lines of ornament, both vertical and hori- 
zontal. Rosets, either circular or conven- 
tionalized into squares, upright or diagonal, 
may be u in a great variety of ornament 
or may be made into diaper or all- 
over decoration. The learner is advised 
to spend some little time in makin 
a variety of vertical and borizontal bands o 
ornament from natural forms and study bow 
they may be most appropriately used. It is 
safe to always allowa margin between the 
border and ornamentof auy piece of work, 
lest it should appear crowded and overdone, 
which is a very common fault with amateurs. 
A line of decoration is emphasized by a con- 
trasting line of repose, Even this practice 
in making borders need not be thrown 
away. The ed of tea and card tables ma 
be beveled and simply carved, or the work 
may be applied to 2 cture or mirror frames 
with good effect. Even the simplest string 
may —4— turned to some account in the way of 
decoration.
